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TAMMANY AND THE BOSSES 


MANNING AND 7HOMPSON LOSING 
THELK GRIP. 

ALL NOPE OF EXCLUDING TAMMANY ABAN- 
DONED—THE LEADING CANDIDATES AND 
THEIR PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS, 

Bourra.o, Sept. 25.—De'egates to the 

Democratic convention to be held on Thurs- 

day next have been dumped off here in small 

Squads from all the eastern trains since 2 

o’clock this morning. The main body of the 

New-York and Brooklyn delegations will be 

here on the late trains this evening, and by 

to-morrow morning it is expected that most of 
the delegates from all parts of the State will 
be on the ground. They will thus have one 
whole day before the assembling of the con- 
vention in which to harmonize their quarrels, 
fix up a programme of proceedings, and 
chalk out a slate for the State ticket. In the 
days of Dean Richmond or Boss Tweed an 
hour would have been ample time to settle the 
whole business, but boss rule is not as ponular 
as it used to be, even in the Democratic Party, 
and the new race of statesmen, called ** Inde- 
pendent cranks” by the old politicians, will in- 
sist upon their impertinent interferenco with 
the smooth working of the machine. Mr. 

Daniel Manning has discovered this unwelcome 

fact and it makes him nervous. He was 

among the early errivals this morning, and 
immediately closeted himself in his room 
at the Genesee House, where he has 


been in a brown study all day. Hubert O. 
Thompson arrived about the same time and 
took apartments adjoining Manning’s. Both 
of them hav= abandoned the fight against the 
Tammany chief, and are now anxiously feel- 
ing for ir own scalps. Manning is said to 
have serious misgivings as to bis ability to re- 
tain control of the party organization and re- 
elect himself Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, tosay nothing of keeping Tammany out 
of the convention or dictating the nominations 
on the State ticket. Thompson sbares in Man- 
ning’s apprehensions and advises a slow gait 
and a conciliatory policy. 

Robert B. Roosevelt, who also reached here 
this morning, and who carries the proxy of 
Whitnev as a member of the State Committee, 
is the only man who still has the courage to 
brandish the sword of civilization against the 
tomahawk of John Kelly and defy the savage. 
He laughs at the craven-hearted Manning and 
the pusillenimous Thompson, and tries to con- 
vince them that there never was a better time 
to strike the fatal blow and destroy the Tam- 
many dragon than now. He says that for 
every vote the Democratic Party will lose, 
either in November or in the Presidential eiec- 
tion next year, by the defection of Tansmany 
it wil! gain 1U from the respectable independ- 
ent voters, who, he says, will never join the 
Democratic Party so long as it affiliates with 
Tammany Hal! and harbors John Kelly. But 
Mr. Roosevelt’s argument has little weight 
with Manning and Thompson who, while they 
do not exactly vote him a crank, yet intimate 
that he is “slightly prejudiced,” hke Artemus 
Ward’s employer, when he kicked him aown 
stairs. Tammany will be admitted practically 
without protest and on terms pretty nearly as 
she shail! dictate. 

Nor will Boss Manning attempt to run 
the convention in the matter of nominat- 
ime the State ticket to the extent he 
anticipated afew days ago. Several of the 
candidates bave been in town all day, includ- 
ing Purcell, for Secretary of State; Maxwell, 
for Treasurer. and Poucber and Koch, for At- 
torney-General, and they haveall been allowed 
to work up their own canvass without Man- 
ning’s interference. One of the Buffalo pa- 

has started a new candidate for Treasurer 
the person of that veteran office-seeker, 
tolomon Schew, who has been presented to 
Democratic Conventions at intervals for 10 
er 12 years past. But it doesn’t seem to 
take.and the contest will be between Maxwell! 
and Catlin, of West Chester, with the chances 
in favor of the former. Poucher is verv con- 
fident that he will get the nomination for At- 
torney-Genera!. He says be already has a 
majority of the convention, including Carey, 
of Cattaraugus, wno bore the proud title of 
the * bosom Friend of the Governor” in the 
slature last Winter. Mackin’s chances are 
still regarded as best for the Controllership, but 
if Poucher captures the Attorney -Generalship, 
it may put some of the other candidates for 
that office on the scent for Mackin’s game. 
Denni; U’ Brien, of Jefferson, is understood to 
be wiliing to take anything he can get, if he 
can’t get what he wants, and Manning is rep- 
reserted to be very anxious, for some un- 
accouptabie reason, that O’Brien shall be 
taken care of. Mr. Purceli’s canvass for 
the bead of the ticket is regarded 
ts promi-ing, in spite of the order issued from 
Alvany acouple of weeks ago that he must be 
beaten. Speaker Chapin, cf Brooklyn, bas 
Leen trying hard for two or three weeks to 
work upa boom for himself for Controller, 
Lut it does not appear to bave met with much 
success. Assemblyman M. C. Murpby, whose 
aid in working up the bo.m was solicited by 
the Speake: ana refused, says that if Chapin’s 
name is mentioned in the convention in con- 
nection witb any nomination he wiil make it 
hot for him. 

The Anti-Monopolists have their agent here, 
distrituting documents exposing the records 
of Poucber, Mackin, Homer A. Ne¢ison, Catlin, 
and other candidates for office on the State 
ticket, and asking “‘if there are not in the 
great Democratic Party of this State enough 
men deserving of political promotion whose 
records are in barmony with the pledges the 
party hes made tothe people.” But for some 
reaon or other the politicians don’t seem to 
feer the Anti-Monopolists so much as they did 
tast year. In the expressive language of Jobn 
Shandly, “The Anti-Monopulists are played 
out.’ 

There is a good deal of grumbling among 
the press gang about the inconvenient ar- 
rangemeuts for the convention. The hall 
where ii 1s to be held is at one end of the town, 
while the Western Union office is at the other, 
ani the two hotels where most of the delegates 
stop are about half way between. Assembly 
Clerk Bunn says be has examined the hall and 
that it seats exactly 2,194 persons, instead of 
6,000, as the Bulfalonians boast. Congressman 
Lockwood, of this city, is said to be the man 
selected for permanent President of the con- 
vention. x 

The —— County delegation that left New- 
York on the fast train this morning reached 
bere ou time, but the Tammany crowd, who 
started on a special train, is belated and will 
not get here till midnight or later. Mayor 
Cooper, Nelson J. Waterbury, ex-Police Com- 
missioner McLean, Thomas Costigan, Sen- 
aiors Daly and Fitzgerald, and a few 
other prominent County Democrats came 
in on the speciai train and _ joined 
their leader, the pcnderous Hubert O. 
Thompson. Following them, about 11 P. M., 
came tue bulk of the County Democracy, who 
were esco-ted from the train to the Genesee 
House by a b2nd of music and were welcomed 
with muvh gusto by that branch of the 
Democracy. Tho lobties of the hotels 
now begin to assum? a convention ap- 

rance and the discussions grows warmer 
as the libations become more frequent. 
There is no change in _ the situation, 
bowever, and nothing wiil be settled before 
to-morrew. The latest reports from the sanc- 
tuza where Dan Manning conducts hia cam- 
paign say that the boss has circumscribed his 
amvition, and now insists on carrying only 
three points: First, to retain his position as 

Cbeirman of the State Committee;  sec- 

ond. to nominate Maxwell for State Treas- 

grer, and third, to beat Purcell for Sec- 
retary of State. The rest he is willing to 
leave to the convention. The prevailing be- 
lief at present is that be will carry these 
points. chougs it is not entirely certain, es- 
pecially regarding the third. The opposition 
to Manning and the Albany clique say they 
could bave beaten him on every point bad be 
got cowardly skulked bebind Gov. Cleve- 
land and falsely spread abroad the report that 
the fight was really against the Governor. 

A rumor was circulated soon after the arrival 

of the Kings County delegation that they had 

bad a conference and agreed to present the 
pame of Speaker Chapin for Controller. None 
pf the delegation, on being consulted, had 
heard of such a proposition. Most of them 
scouted theidea as absurd. Boss Mclaughlin 
and Senator Jacobs, however, will not be here 
till to-morrow morning, and they may possi- 
biy favor such @ move.

A CONTEST FOR A JUDGESHIP. 
THE FIFTH JUDICIAL CONVENTI@N BALLOTS 
ALL DAY WITHOUT MUCH S8UCCESS. 

Watertown, N. Y., Sept. 25.—The Fifth 
District Judicial Convention to nominate two Jus- 
tices of the Suoreme Court was held here to-day. 
The attendance of lawyers, many of considerable 
local celebrity, was large. Jefferson, Lewis, Herki- 
mer, Oneida, and Onondaga Counties each had 
candidates, Oneida being divided on two men. Os- 
wego had none. Tne convention was called to 
order at noon, and the Hon. A. M. Mills, 
of Herkimer, made Chairman. P. C. Wil- 
Nams, of Jefferson, was nominated by 


acclamation for one of the Justices. The con- 
vention then adjourned for dinner. After recess 
a hot fight was begun. Lewis County named Judge 
H. E. Turner; the First District of Oneida named 
Judge W. P. Sutton; the Second and Third Dis- 
tricts named W. E. Scripture; Herkimer named 
Judge Ames H. Prescott; Onondaga named Georve 
N. Kennedy. W. H. Bright, of Utica, was 
also nominated. Balloting was then  be- 
gun. Up to 5:30 o'clock 25 informal hal- 
lots had been taken. Kennedy ied, having 
at one time as high as 17 votes vut of 86. Scripture 
was second. After the twenty-fifth ballot a recess 
was taken until 70’clock, when balloting was re- 
sumed. Forty-nine times were votes taken with 
no choice. On the last ballotthe vote was: Ken- 
nedy, 18; Scripture, 9; Turner,3; Sutton, 3. and 
Prescott, 8. A motion to eee tll9 A. M. then 
prevailed, though strenuously opposed by Onon- 
daga. Kennedy's votes are from Onondaga, Jef- 
ferson, and one district of Oswego. At the meet- 
ing of the Judicial Committee on Monday evening 
two sets of credentials were presented from Os- 
wego County. The Sloan, or haif-breed, delega- 
tion was admitted.

SEVERAL GENTLEMEN NOT UNKNOWN TO 
FAME LINGERING AT THR CAPITAL. 

WaAsHInGTon, Sept. 25.—There are so few 
visitors in the capital now that the appearance 
here yesterday of Poiice Commissioner 8. B. 
French who has not been here for many months, 
and Mr. Robert G. McCord, who is not by any 
means s0 frequent a visitor as he was in the 
early days of the present Administration, couid 
not escape notice. As the President is absent, the 


statement of these gentlemen that their visit had 
no political significance was generally believed. 
Mr. French allowed himself to be questioned by a 
local reporter, and gave a very encouraging view 
ofthe condition of the Kepublican Party in New- 
York and of the prospects of the Fall campaign. 

Mr. Michael J. Dady, the eminent Brooklyn poli- 
ticilan, who was selected by Mr. Foiger to be Su- 
perintendent of Construction and Repair, arrived 
on the same jday with the New-York politicians, 
and is reported as having bought one of the naval 
huiks disposed of yesterday to the nighest bidder. 

Mr. James R. Davies, the Tea Examiner at New- 
York, came over last night and to-day made a per- 
sonal report conrerning the inspection service. 
He is very busily employed and expects to be over- 
whelmed by the srrival of several large cargoes 
already heard from. 

The Hon. Frank Hiscock, who arrived yesterday.

POISONING A WHOLE HOUSEHOLD, 

RiIcHMOND, Va., Sept. 25.—Last night Capt. 
Eads, of the police squad, arrested Norman Scott, 
a negro, charged with poisoning his wife, step- 
daughters, and two other persons living in the 
same house. Doctors were summoned to see the 
women, and each of them were rolling abuut on 
the floorin intense agony. While the physicians 


were attending to them Alphonzo Grey came in 
and threw himself down with cries of pain. The 
doctors at once declared the parties had been poi- 
soned. Investigation proved that they were all 
taken sick soon after drinking coffee at supper. 
Scott himself was absent. His wife informed the 
officers that she had for some time been appre- 
hending trouble from ber hustand, and that he 
had on previous occasions uitered threats against 


er. 

When Alphonzo Grey left the table he carried 
some bread away and gave it to a neighbor's chii- 
dren, three of whom are now at the point of 
death. Grey himself is believed to beat death's 
deor. Scott was found io a bar-room drinking. 
When Capt. Eads accused him of the crime he re- 
plied. **Nobodv diin't see me doit.’ Sufficient 
proof has already been obtained to convict him.

SUIT AGAINST JERSEY CITY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 25.—The case of John 
Roulde against the Mayor end Aldermen of Jersey 
City, which was arguei yesterday inthe United 
States Circuit Court, brings up a reminiscence of 
the flight of Alexander Hamilton, the avsconding 
Jersey City Treasurer, to Mexico. The suit is 


brought by Roulde to recover the value of 20 
one thousand-do'lar Jersey City Improvement 
bonds, with interest trom 1873. Roulde,in 1879. 
resided at Matamoros, Mexico, and bought the 
bonds, with five years’ overdue coupons attached, 
from one Jesus Delira, a merchant at that place, 
and sent them to J. D. Kevera & Co., of New-York, 
for collection. Upon being presented, payment 
was refused because the bonds were atolen. It is 
alleged that they were legally executed anid issued 
by the Treasurer of the city, and therefore the 
city is responsible, The detense is that they are 
parts of an issue of $40,000 worth of bonds misap- 
propriated by Uamilton, and were issued to meet 
s>ecific claims, and that Hamilton did not apply 
them to the use for which they were intended.

On reaching the 
door be noticed the dim outline of a man’s form in 
the yard and, raising his pisto!, he fired. The man 
cropped without a groan. Tne revort drew the 
members of the family to the sceue, and on ap- 
proaching the prostrate body Mr. Mountz was hor- 
rified to find that he had shot his son. The ball 
had entered his forehead about on inch above the 
lefteye. The young man wasa youth of much 
promise, and the remorse and despair of the father 
at the result of bis careleseness were extreme, The 
family is wealthy and is widely known.

CAREY'S SLAYER IN COURT 


TESTIMONY SHOWING THAT ODOX- 
NELL HAD A MISSION. 
CAREY’S SON SWEARS THAT THE ASSASSIN 

SAID HE WAS “SENT TO DO IT’— 
OTHER EVIDENCE OF PREMEDITATION. 
Lonpon, Sept. 25.—Mrs. Carey, the wife 
of James Carey, who was killed by O’Don- 
nell, was landed this morning at Greenhithe, 
on the Thames, 18 miles from London. 
O'Donnell was taken to the Bow-Street Po- 
lice Court at 2 o’clock this afternoon, Magis- 
trate Fiowers presided. The court-room was 
filled, and a iarge crowd collected outside. Mr. 
Poland opened the case fortheCrown. He re- 
counted the passage out on the steamer of the 
Carey famiiy and O’Donnell and repeated the 
details of the murder. Mr. Poland said O’Don- 
nell’s assertion, when he was arrested, that he 


acted in self-defense, would be contradicted 
by the testimony of Carey’s eldest son, who 
would swear that his father had no pistol. Mr. 
Sullivan, member of Parliament, counsel for 
O'Donnell, complained that a solicitor had been 
refused access tu the prisoner. Mr. Flowers, 
the magistrate, allowed the prisoner to re- 
tire and consult with a solicitor. James 
Parish, a servant on the steamer Melrose 
on which the crime was committed, and 
Thomas Jones, the boatswain, who were eye- 
witnesses of the murder, repeated the testi- 
mony they gave before the court at Cape 
‘town. A bullet found upon the floor of the 
cabin of the steamer and the pistol taken from 
O’Donnell were produced and _ identified. 
Jones swore that O’Donnell’s words to Mrs. 
Carey, after shooting her busband, were: 
“Shake hands, Mrs. Carey! I did not do it.” 
Carey’s son was then examined. He testified 
thet after witnessing O’Donnell shoot his 
father he ran to the latter’s berth and ob- 
tained his revolver, but had not time to give 
it to him before one of the officers of the 
steamer took it from him. He said he heard 
O’Vonnell tell his mother that he (O’ Donnell) 
was ‘“‘sent to do it.”’ O’Donnell’s revolver 
bore the name of its manufacturer, in 
New-Haven, Conn. The Captain of the Mel- 
rose testified to finding an electric machine in 
the prisoner’s luggage. The machine, he said, 
was thrown overboard. Mrs, Carey was next 
ca led, but she was unable to give her testi- 
mony owing to fatigue. John Marven, In- 
spector of the Port Elizabeth police, satd that 
an extract from a paper was found in O’Don- 
nell’s box, headed: ‘Irish Revolutionists in 
America.”’ Asupplement of the Weekly Free- 
man’s Journa!, of Dublin, containing a por- 
trait of Carey and a certificate showing that 
O’Donnell was an American citizen, was also 
found. Mr, Poland agreed that every facility 
should be given the prisoner’s solicitor durin 
the trial. The examination was adjourn 
until Friday. Several bouquets and other 
presents have been sent to Millbank Prison 
for O’ Donneil. 

DvuBLIN, Sept. 25.—At a National League 
meeting in Loughrea, County Galway, last 
evening, Robert Haydon, an American jour- 
nalist, who delivered a seditious speech at a 
meeting there in August of the Shepherds’ 
League for Protection Against Employers in 
the West of Ireland, was presented with an 
address of thanks. The speech delivered in 
August by Mr. Haydon contained the follow- 
ing: ‘‘Terrible outrages are inflicted upon 
you. Unless you watch the cruel lendlords 
and get your rights from them, you are cow- 
ards,” 

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—O’Donnell was conveyed 
from the Court-house to Newgate Prison in- 
stead of to Millbank Prison, owing to instruc- 
tions given at the last moment. An extra 
force of police has been stationed at Newgate.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—Mr. Simeon Charles 
Hadiey, Alderman for Castle Baynard Ward, was 
to-day elected Lord Mayor of London. 

A dispatch from Saigon, Cochin China, states 
that Gen. Bouet has sailed for France upon a mis- 


sion, solicited by himself, to inform the French 
Government of the real position of affairs in Ton- 


uin. 

. A dispatch to the Standard from Paris says the 
British Government will again enter into negotia- 
tions with the Suez Canal Company relative to the 
proposed new canal. The Chief Superintendent of 
Works of the Panama Canal Company has submit- 
ted reports indicatipg that that canal will be com- 
pieted im 1888. Subscriptions will be opened on 
Oct. 3 for 600,000 obligations of 500f. each, at 285f. 

Bucuarest, Sept. 25.—A railway train 
from Paris for Constantinople was thrown from 
the track near Verciorova. Several carriages were 
demolished and many persons were killed dnd 
wounded. 


MANCHESTER, Sept. 25.—The meeting of the 
joint committee of cotton operatives and employ- 
ers here to-day resulted in the adoption of an 
acreement by which the operatives are to resume 
their duties in the factories pending further nego- 
tiations. 


Paris, Sept. 25.—Baron Beaufort and Vis- 
count St. Armand have (ought a due), in which the 
latter was seriously wounded. ‘i wo Japauese resi- 
dents have also engaged in a duel, one of them 
being slightiy wounded. 

The journals here exhibit much i!l-feeling at the 
acceptunce by King Alfonso of Spain of the Col- 
onelcy of a Uhian reviment. which was conferred 
upon him by the Emperor of Germany. 

The Vemps says the Marquis Tseng'’s proposals 
for a setilement of the existing difficulties between 
China and France comprised the annexation of 
Annam as far as the Ked River by the French, 
China ennexing the remainder of Tonquin, 
and the Red Kiver to be open to the commerce of 
the world. The French memorandum claims the 
entire deita. with the exclusive contro! of naviza 
tion, and further demands a portion of the teft 
bank of the Red River. 


DURBAN, Sept. 25.—At the trial of the chiefs 
Mampoer and Mapoch for treason to the Transvaa! 
Government, the former claimed that he was re- 
duced to his present position by Great Britain leav 
ing him and Chief Secocolui to struggle for the 
supremacy. Mapoch claimed that he was an inde 
pendent chief and not subject to the Transvaal 
Government. 

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—A Hong Kong dispatch 
to the -fandard saya: “The trial of Tidewater 
Logan, charged with being connected In originat- 
ing the recent riots at Canton, was begun 
there to-day. The feeling of anxiety continues 
unabated. The native mob remains sullen, 
and is only biding its time. The protectiug 
forces alone restrain a yeneral attack on 
foreigners. A mere spark at any momerit 
may occasion a conflagration, the extent of which 
it is impossible to foretell. The preparations at 
the forts continue. The foreigners are greatly ir- 
ritated against the French for having caused the 
present auxious position of affairs.

At the time the application of the Boatman’s Com- 
pany Was made Mr. Plympton was examining the 
books of the Plate Glass Insurance Company, of 
Philadelphia, and was in that city. The Boatman’s 
Company fs at Pittsvarg. and linstructed him togo 
up there and make such inquiries and examinations 
in regard to the company us it seemed desirable 
to havs made in order to satisfy the depar:ment 
that it waxa solvent and reiable company. He 
did so, and while he was there the Citizess’ Com- 
pany asked bim also to examine its affair in antici- 
pation of an application to do busines. in the State 
of Massachusetts. He made an examination in the 
case of both companies, and found that they were 
both of an established localreputation. He learned 
ailthat I cared for. Under the circumstances I 
did not deem it necessary to make an exhaustive 
examination of the books and papers of the com- 
panies, Being assured of the actual amount of 
their assets | was content to accept the statement 
of their liabilities as made to and approved by the 
Insurance Commissioner of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. The charge to each of the compan:es was

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A NAVAL JUNK RING. 


PROFESSIONAL DEALERS DIVIDING PROFITS 
AT THE NEW-LONDON BALE. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., Sept. 25.—The auction 
sale of old naval junk, at the New-London Navy- 
yard, was patronized by about 90 junk-dealers, 
from New-York, Philadelphia, and Boston. The 
gzun-boat Florida and the steam tug Blue Light 
were not offered for sale, as they are to be dis- 
posed of by sealed proposals, to be opened at 
Washington. The chief articles sold were two old 
steam engines, a boiler, a fire extinguisher, and a 
great amount of chains and cordage. The entire 


lot was bid in by the professional junk-dealers, 
who combined to crowd out any bidder not inside 
their ring. The plan of the gang, whose object is 
to buy in a)l the naval junk offered for sale by the 
Government, is to bid just enough to secure each 
article from outsiders. Ifin this way an article is 
bid up above its worth, the loss is borne equally by 
all the members, and the profits are shared after 
the same fashion. 

After the sale the dealers met at Barry's junk 
shop and sailloft in New-London, and the total 
amount paid the Government at the auction was 
footed up. This was taken as an ‘upset price." 
Then the whole lot was put up at auction to be bid 
for by the gang, the highest bidder to own the lot. 
At this after-sale $965 was realized above the pro- 
ceeds of the sale at the naval station. This sum 
was equally divided among the members of the 
junk ring, and the final purchaser of the property 
refunded to each member the amount said bidder 
had paid to the Government at the regular sale. 
It is said that at the Portsmouth Navy-yard sale of 
junk $5,000 was divided among the dealers, and at 
the Boston yard $10,000 among 30 members. Ths 
same ring will be present at the Brooklyn, Pensa- 
cola, and Philadelphia yard auctions,

THE BRAZILIAN COUNTERFFITERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—John W. Edmun- 
son and “Tony” Hale, wao were arrested Sept. 15 
on the suspicion of counterfeiting Brazilian money 
in this city, were given a bearlng to-day before 
Magistrate Smith. At the time of tbe raid on 
Hale’s house, a lithographic press and a Jarge 
quantity of bank-note paper wers found. The 


plates, which Hale confessed had been ordered, 
had not been delivered. Capt. Linden, of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency, testified to the ar- 
rest of the prisoners. He said that in 
Hale’s professed confession he had claimed 
to be acting as an agentfor the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. He said that he kad been approached by 
Edmunson and a Brazilien, and had acceded to 
thelr proposals to counterfeit the currency for the 
purpose of entrapping them. Capt. Linden pro- 
duced some of the captured paper, which Is simi- 
lar to that used by the Brazilian Government in 
the manufacture of its currency. I]t bore 
the water-mark of “Crane & Uo., Boston.” 
The witness also offered in evidence some 
green coloring matter used in dyeing the paper. 
The Captain said that Edmungson had confessed to 
him that be had been induved to return to this 
country by a Brazilian named Anton Mendez, alias 
Augustus Duvala, who paid his passage. Edmun- 
son protested that he had simply acted as inter- 
preter and go-between for Mendez and Hale, who 
haa perfected a scheme for the manufacture of au 
immense quantity of Brazilian bank-noter. Cotun- 
sel for the prisoners argued that the magistrate 
had no jurisdiction in the matter, ay it was an in- 
ternational issue, and further that the counterfeit- 
ing of Brazilian money in this country was not a 
crime. The vrisoners were held in $1,v00 ball each 
to answer. Couusel for the defendants say they will 
take outa writof habeas corpus immediately for 
their cilents.

EVIDENCE AGAINST LEWIS 


THE FRIEND OF ROSH AMBLER’S 
LOVER TELLS HIS STORY. 
CHARLES MALLORY SURE THAT LEWIS'S 

TEAM WAS ON THE ROAD— LEWIS 
EQUALLY 8URE IT WAS NOT. 
STRATFORD, Conn., Sept. 25.—**Lewis will 
not be arrested to-night,” said Detective Arnold to 
Tae Timegs’s correspondent late this afternoon; 
**but Iam not prepared to say that no arrests will 
be made to-morrow.” Then Detectives Arnold and 
Bibbins drove off toward Bridgeport, and were 
followed @ moment iater by Coroner Holt and 
Stenographer Fowler. The half dozen jurymen 
hurried home to avoid the questioning of the 
newspaper men. The inquest had been adjourned 
until Thursday morning, after the jurors had heard 
what Coroner Holt and his detectives consider the 
most important evidence yet brought before them. 
Last night the detectives filled Charles Mallory 
with liquor, and when he was very drunk he 
blurted out a number of things that startled his 
hearers, He was locked up in Bridgeport Jail dur- 


ing the night, and bright and early this morning 
the detectives were by his side, but with returning 
robriety came a reticence that was unprofitable to 
his questioners, and they concluded to let the task 
of drawing out the elose-mouthed witness devolve 
upon the Coroner. Mallory was Griven to Strat- 
ford by the detectives, who did not allow him to 
pase beyond their reach until he disappeared he- 

ind the closed door of the jury-room. When he 
took the stand he was a little nervous, but he soon 
grew out of that, and answered the questions of 
the Coroner with readiness and evident sincerity. 
Mallory plunged at once into the main story, sur- 
prising the Coroner by the readiness with which 
he unbosomed himself. 

“IT live up near Lew's,” the witness said,” and I 
have known him for years. I knew Rose Ambier 
when she was a wee bit of a girl in short skir's, 
and 1] watched her grow up to womanhood. On 
the Sunday night on which Rose was killed 
{ left my house soon after 10 o'clock. Be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock I was walking along 
the old farm road, which is about a mile this side 
of the spot where the body was found. Tne rain 
had ceased then and the stars were shining. It 
was light enouch to distinguish objects across the 
road. I heard a carriage back of me, which 
was coming toward me at a rapid rate. I 
stepped out of the road ana leaned against 
the wall. When the team was opposite me I rec- 
ognized it as that belonging to William Lewis. I 
thought it was Lewis who was driving. and I called 
out to bim to give mearide. No answer was re- 
ceived, but the driver struck his horse a vicious 
cut with the whip, and was soon beyond my sight 
and voice.” 

* Are you sure that team was Lewis's ?’’ asked the 
Coroner. 

** Quite sure,” replied the witness. “*I know both 
the horse and the wagon well, and recognized 
them bevond doubt.”’ é 

“Can you swear that Lewis was in the carriage?” 
was asked. 

* No, Sir,” said the witness. “The man looked 
like Will, and wore a hat similar in shape to that 
which I had seen on Lewis's head, but lam not 
wi.ling to swear that it was Lewis.” 

Coroner Holt and all the jurymen plied the wit- 
ness with questions ou this point, but he stuck to 
it that he could not positively identify the occu- 
pant of the wagon. So, after an hour of fruitless 
effort, Mallory was sent out of the jury-room and 
again carefully tucked under the wings of the de- 
tectives, who drove him away rapidly. 

At 2:30 o'clock Lewis was put on the stand. The 
gist of Lewis's testimony was that on the Monday 
morning on which the body of Rose was found he 
went to Peck’'s for his team about 2:45 o'clock. 
Peck anda hired boy named Hill were in the 
yard. He denied Peck’s story that he had sald he 
was tired and worn out, having been up all day 
and part of the night with his friend, Mr. Wnhite- 
head. He leit Peck’ssome time aiter 3 o'clock, 
and arrived at Birmingham some time after 5 
o'clock. Going along the Oronoque road he saw 
tracks thathe recognized as Rose's, and beside 
them were other tracks, which he thought were 
made by two men, one wearing narrow 
and the other broad soled shoes. Lewis 
detailed his trim through the valley towns, 
but sald nothing of importance, except that he did 
nut see Durand that day, thus contradicting the 
theory that Durand talked with him on Monday. 
On Wednesday Charlie Hill went, under 
Mr. Peck’s orders, and some one went every 
day during thet week except Saturday, 
when Lewis remained at home. Durand swears 
Lewis was alone when he called on him. Lewis 

armed this deftly, however, by saying that White- 

ead, who was with him. did not go uo to Durand’s 
store, but stopped to talk to Dr. bradley. 

Lewis denied absolutely that he hud ever told 
any of the Birmingham witnesses he knew who 
killed Rose, or couid put his flngeron the mur- 
derer. Returning tothe tracks in the road, he ad- 
mitted that he had never noticed them before, and 
couldn't tell why he did on that particular morning. 
He reiterated his assertion that he had only been 
engaged to Rose for three months before the mur- 
der, although she had been visiting him for two 
years. The Coroner pressed him closely as to 
whether there had not been several engagements 
made and broken, but he denied that this was so. 
Then he was asked whether he and Rose had ever 

uarreled about Dr. Collard, of Bridgeport, Rose's 

amily physician. This he donigd, us well as the 
insinuation that he had known Rose to go to New- 
York and stay over night in the company of men. 
In explavation of Rose's visits to his house, Lewis 
suid she came to see his sister as wellas him. He 
was asked whether he had been on intimate terms 
with her while she lived with her husband, He at 
first said no, but afterward admitted that he had 
taken her riding. He denied that he had ever gone 
to her house after Rose and her husband had re- 
tired and given a signal in response to which Rose 
would sneak out and remain with him until very 
late at night. Amblur never objected to his going 
out with Rose. 

During the day Samuel WV. Benjamin and his 
daughter, Miss Eva Benjamin, George Bach, Asa 
Seymour Curtis, a cousin of L. 8, Curtis, the ec- 
centric Philadeiphian who at one time was under 
suspicion, testified thatas faras their knowledge 
weut L. 8S. Curtis was at home during the whole of 
the evening on which the murder was committed. 

The detectives have been looking fora young 
Bridgeport man with whom Rose Ambler became 
acquainted while she was working in A Corset fac- 
tory. and with whom. it is alleged, she was 
at one time quite intimate. It is claimed 
that he occasionally cameto Stratford after dark 
and met Rose after she had made her customarv 
cal! upon Lewis. The individual, if such a person 
exists, was not found to-Jay.

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A MURDER W11HOUT MOTIVE. 


A GIRL KILLED AND TERRIBLY MUTILATED 
IN HER FATHER’S HOUSE. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Sept. 25.—News from 
Benton County, 25 miles west of here, confirms the 
rumor of the brutal murderof Ada Atkinson, 15 
years old, the dau -hterof Cephas Atkinson, a well- 
known and wealthy cattle-dealer. He and his 
wife \eft home early in the morning for the 


railroad station, several miles distant. The 
daughters, Ada and Lucey, were left at home alone. 
After dinner, Lucy ijeft fur a visit to friends 
tome distance away, the younger sixter thus 
being the sole occupant of the house. 
About 5 o’elock in tne afternoon Lucy returned. 
Going up to the sleeping rooms she found her sis- 
ter lying on the floor covered with blood. An 
alarm was at once given, and the neighburs made 
a hasty examination, which showed that the girl 
had been l.teraily hacked to pieves, there being 25 
separate cuts. The murderer had first severed the 
jugular vein, and after that hadyzone deliberately 
to work to mutilate his victim on the face, bands, 
and neck. Great gashes across the stomach exposed 
the intestines, while everything near was spattered 
with blood. Most of the mutilation was done 
after the girl was helpie+s, and possibly dead. and 
the fiend who committed the outrage tore off the 
siri’s clothing that the knife might sink the deeper. 
When first discovered the dead girl was ly- 
ing with her face to the floor, her head 
resting partially upon one arm, while the other 
was stretched rorwerd as theugh she had attempt- 
ed to clutch thecarret. Tie bed had not been 
occupied, and a medical examination showed that 
no attempt was made to violate the girl’s person. 
The motive for the murder is beyond comprehen- 
sion, and there is no clue as yet to the 
fiend who committed the outrage. Not a 
thing was taken from the house, and 
money in the burean was not disturbed. 
The aged mother and father. with the s.ster wh: 
so narrowly escaped, are almost insane over the 
terrible tragedy, and the community is wrought up 
to such an extent that speedy justice will be meted 
out to tho brute should he be caught.

dogs. They could not agree whether the officers of 
the old assoviation had or had not been 
the cause of the reduction in the tariff, 
nor whether the reduction had lowered the 
price of sheep and wool, nor whether a new asso- 
clation was needed, nor even whether they had 
been convened.to organize a new association, or 
merely to reform the old one. The last two 
hours were devcted to discussing the 
propriety or impropriety of the old 
association re-electing Markham and Garland. 
These gentlemen were referred te very politely at 
first, but wien the fight had waxed warm they 
were boldly accused of treacbery in signifying to 
the Tarlff Commission.that the wool-growers of 
the country were content to have the tariff on 
wool reduced. 

The most stirring episode of the afternoon was 
when Mr. Stevens asked Mr. Markham if he did 
not write a letterto Mr. Delano advising him to 
give his consent to the commission to reduce the 
tariff, and if he was not also a_ partici- 
pant in a meeting held at his home in 
Avon, N. Y., in which resolutions were 
passed approving of the reduction. Mr. Markham 
came to the trontto make his answer, and pro- 
ceeded to read {rom a printed pamphlet the history 
of the services he and Mr. Delano had done the 
wool-growers in securing a high tariff in i876and 


1878. 

The tariff debate finally became so hot, and the 
wool-growers were soevidently unable to agree, 
that ap adjournment was taken until to-morrow 
to allow of a caucus being held as to the advisa- 
bility of punishing Mr. Garland, President of the 
association, who. asa member of the Tariff Com- 
mission, incurred the enmity of many members. 


ARCHBISHOP-ELECT ELDER. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—It was expected uutil 
afew days ago that the ceremony of recognizing 
William Henry Elder as Archbishop of Ciacinnati 
would take place next Sunday. A number of 
chosen dignitaries from a distance were expected, 
The priest who had been dispatched as a messen- 
zer to Rome to bring over the pallium should 
have returned three or four weeks ago, but 
he did not arrive, and as there were no 


tidings from him some apprehension was felt and 
the ceremony was indefinitely postponed, To-day 
a cublegram was received to the effect that the 
messenger would not sail with the pallium until 
Nov. 24. The cause of the delay is not explained. 
The Archvishop-elest was asked to-day if it was 
true that he had asked the Pope to excuse him 
from attendance at the counoil of American prel- 
atesto be held in Rome. His reply was that he 
had made such a request, but had as yet received 
no answer. The original invitation was sent tothe 
late Archbishop Purcell, who, beirg in feeble 
health, delegated Bishop Chatard, of Vin- 
cennes, to represent him. The death of 
the Archbishop; intervening, Bishop Cha- 
tard considered his authority to represent 
him as ended and asked that the invitation should 
be considered as having v.een tendered to the Arch- 
bishop-elect. The arrangement made by Archbishop 
Purcell is, however, preferred by the Archbishop- 
elect, and he states that ne asked to be excused 
on account of duties demanding attention at 
home, and partly in the bope that Bishop Caatard 
may still be the accredited representative.

PANIC ON A STEAMER. 


Fay RIver, Mass., Sept. 25.—An accident 
occurred on the steamer Bradford Durfee, of Prov- 
idence, about 5:30 o’clock this afternoon, whicii 
camo nearly involving serious consequences. 
The boat is an cold one, and instead of 
a walking-beam the crant works in a gal- 
lows-frame sand the piston moves in a 
perpendicular «direction, When of Spar Island, 
pear Mount Hone, part of the frame broke, and 
the piston was left without support. Steam was 
at once shut off, but the momentum was sufficient 
to keep the large piston moving with great force. 
It tore out the cylinder head. crashed through the 
main saloon fstairway, and with each succeeding 
revolution burst into the main saloon, smashing the 
partition, settees, and everything else in the vicini- 
ty. About 100 passengers Went ashore at Bristol 
Ferry 10 minutes tefore the eccidant occurred, 
leaving about 75 on board, many of whom were 
ladies. The destruction of the main stairway cut off 
communication with the lower deck, and the noise 
of tailing machinery and crashing timbers caused 
the wildest confusion. There waya rush for life- 
preservers, und passengers hurriedly climbed into 
the life-boats. A man and cnild were thrown over- 
board from one boat, which was lowered sud- 
denly, but they were rescued. In a few 
minutes the motion of thS machinery ceased 
and the passenger- were quieted. Some persons 
received slight injuries by jumping tothe lower 
deck, and a fireman was badly cuton the head 
by a falling piece of iron. The engine-room 
and surroundings were completely wrecked, 
machinery, timbers, &ce., belng piled up in a con- 
fused mass. The boat, which was drifting help- 
lessly, was pieked ap and towed here by a fishing 
steamer, The damave sustained was about $5,000.

fRED DOUGLASS SPEARS 1N THE 
LOUISVILLE CONVENTION. 

THE DELEGATES LISTEN TO HIM WITH EN 
THUSIASM AND THEN WRANGLE FOR 
THE REST OF THE DAY. 


LovuISsvVILLe, Sept. 25.—Liederzranz Hall, 
where the National Convention of Colored Men is 
sitting, was crowded with 2,500 persons this morn- 
ing to hear the address of Frederick Douglass, who 
was elected permanent Chairman, after an eight 
hours’ wrangle, at midnight last night. A notable. 
feature was the large attendance of white spect 
tors, In Kentucky negro assemblages, even 
of a political nature, are rarely attend- 
ed by whites, although not on account 
of race quarrels. The two races remain in 
friendly asd complete separation. When Mr. 
Douglass was escorted down the aisles he was 
met with great enthusiasm and continued cheer- 


ing. The convention was opened with prayer and 
the chanting of the Lord’s Prayer by jubilee sing- 
ers from New-Orleans. Ex-Attorney-General 
James Speed, of Lincoln’s Cabinet, and 
James A. Emin were invited to seats 
on the stage. At 10:30 o’clock Mr. Doug- 
lass began his inaugural by saving that it was 
intended forail the people of the United States. 
After passing in review slavery and its terrors, aod 
tne emanc'pation of the race and its investment 
witb political rights of franchise, he said: 


“It is asked on all sides what more can the negro 
want, and why are we here to-day? Some of these 
reproachful questions are from the lips of colored 
men who sould Know better then to ask. We are 
here because there is strength in the many, 
and we are on the eve of & great revolution. Now 
thac we are free. we must, like free 
take the reins in our own hands and com 
the world to receive us as equals. This city, metro~ 
politan in size, cosmopolitan in ideas, is still not free 
and liberal enough in op:nions to receive us as equals 
in public buildings and horeis. This is why we are in 
national convention. We have been given numerous 
platforms, but we are still in the same condition, 
What we want is not words, but actions 
‘The negro’s road downward is made easy, 
buc his struggle upward is obstructed from er: 
quarter. The colored man is a member of ano 
Dressed fnu abjected race in the United States. The 
trades-unions refuse him admis-ion, mechan 
refuse him as an apprentice, and e 
when he dies the same old contem an 
despite follows him. If he applies for admission 
colleges or aspires to education and profession, the 
race line is again drawn. That is whet we are here 
for—to raise this line and make us the egual . 
of the whites. ‘ihe cause lies more in the 
diseased imaginations of the Arorricans than in a ° 
firm belief. We are here to see to itthat men of our 
«olor accused of crime shali havea fairtrial. Lynch 
law in America means mob law to put 
negroes to death Yon hear of w men 
being lynched occasionallr, but only enough 
to make it apparent that lynch law is for the negro 
almost exciusively,and this alone would be reason 
enough for ho!ding a convention to protest against it, 
As a rule, on these abuses the pulpit is dumb and the 
press decides with the mob. 

The coior itne is raised ia the senools, at the work 
benches, at the bar, in the pulpit, in the Legislatures, 
the hotels, in every walk of life, and even follows the 
negro with its detestable oppreasion to the grave. 
Color feeling is purely an American feeling and does 
not helong ito the white race. In -rurope 
. have traveled, and everywhere was received as aw 
equal, and nowhere was met even with a iook that re- 
minded me that I was of the much-despised race. * 
‘Ihere is hope for any people if the fundamental 
structure of the law is sound, but until this 
Nation accords their practice with their laws the 
clack people must endure the contempt, and that is 
why we are herein national convention. Down with 
prejudice, and bring the colored men out from under 
the bed and coal-sheds where they are hid when the 
white man is about! Our business is to organize for 
our rights and for the redress of our wrongs. 

Some say we should not hold this convention, for it 
menaces the Republican Party. ‘this suggestion 
came from coward lips. Parties are made tor 
men and not men ior parties My hat was 
made for my head, not my head for 
my hat. If parties do rgnt stand by them, 
but if they do not uphold the pace laid down in 
tteir platforms, down with them. Follow no party 
biindly. If the Republican Party cannot stand 
a demand for justice and fair play it be 
to go down. We were men _ before that 
party was. born, and our manhood is moe 
sacred than any party can be. If the 6,000,000 negroes, , 
with 1.000,00u votes of these men to lean on, and mil- 
lions of white men at their bacxs whose hearts are 
responsive to the ciaima of humanity, hare nos 
enough wisdom and spirit to organize and combine to 
defend themseives from outrage and oppression, {t is 
no time to expect that the Kepubiican or any other . 
party wlil combine for them oF care for them. : 

This stamping out of the black Republicans of the 
South has been done in the face of the be 
Mcan Party. This convention should imp.ore- 
“ongress for the restoration of justice. and for’ 
the abolition of this most e state 
of affairs. Elevate ome of our class ‘0 the 
Vice-Presidency, or to @ position in the Gobines 
and: our equality shall have been established. - 
We are not prepared. for this as yet, 
but let us aspire to .hose positions which wecan fll, * 
We hold it self-evident that a nation made up of all" 
varieties shoulda not be goverpved by one Class. Wherg - 
thereis aruling class there is a subject class, an 
when the day comes when this Nation Is governed by . 
one class it ceases to be a Government of the people, 
vor the people, and by the people.” ; 

The address of Mr. Douglass was received with 
applause. A Louisiana delegate moved that it be 
adopted as an address of the convention and be 
laid before Congress, but this met with opposition, 
notabiy from George W. Williams, of Massacha- 
setts, and other friends of Mr. Langston, who 
openly charge that Mr. Dougiass is leading a 
sovert attack on the Republican Party, end want 
o rebuke him. This opposition caused great dis- 
order, and the Louisiana and South Carolina dele- 
zations nearly came to biows. After much tur- 
moil the address was referred tothe Committee on 
Resolutions and Addresses. 

Committees on Rules, Organization, Edueation 
ani Labor, Civil Rights. and Resolutions and Ad- 
dresses were finaliy appointed. and the convention * 
adjourned for the morning. 

The evening session began at 4 P. M. and lasted 
until 11 o’clock. Nothing was done except te 
wrangle, and fights were imminent. The Louisiana 
and South Carolina delégatons, made up of pol« . 
iticlafs, are obstructing business. To-morrow tne 
sommittee reporis will bring up the busines,.

LYMAN BLAIR’S DEATH.

A WELL-KNOWN PROVISION MAN SHOOTS 
HIMSELF IN BIS ROOM. 

Cxurcaco, Sept. 25.—There was intense exx 
sitement about the Board of Trade this afternoon - 
over the unauthenticated report that Lyman Blair, 
of the well-known firm of Blair & Blair, grain and 


rovision dealers, and a member of the Blair fam- 
hy so many years prominent in banking circles 
in this city and the chief steckholders of 
the Merchants’s National Bank of which the de- 
ceased man was & Director, had commiited suicide. 
‘he report was afterward proved to 
untrue, and his death was shown to be un- 
questionably aceidental. Bat for 3 time 
the news occasioned a great commotion 
on Change. The news was first received about 2 
o’clock, asthe call Board session was being opened, 
and the effect on provisions was to cause a lively 
break in the market. The cause for the act 
could hardly be surmised by the many 
acquaintances as the firm is repofted 
to be in very sound condition. It does 
a good eommis-ion business, The news spread 
about the ailey like wild-fire, and soon the ques 
tion as to the deed was in every one’s mouth; 
Grain was effected by the report, as the eail on 
most had passed. It was said by one broker wha 
was posted tnat the firm was doing largely in pro- 
vision: and had the handling of heavy orders from 
New-York and Cincinnati parties. This was no 
doubt one of the causes why pork broke. The prod- 
uct fell about 20 cents in a few minutes. 

The sad occurrence took piace at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon aud was the result of an unfortunate 
accident. Mr. Blair wasa member of the Tolleston, 
Ciup, and was very fond of shooting, going out to 
the grounds of the club frequently to indulge hig 
taste in this respect. This morning he sent over to — 
his stables and ordered his carriage to take him 
outto the station to goto the club. He went ts 
his room for his gun, Shortly after that the report 


of a gun was heard below, and on the coachman 


rushing up stairs he found Mr. Blair iving 
dead in the room, with the tep of his head 
blown off. It was shown beyond question 
that he had taken up the gun and was 
carrying it across the room when the hammer 
struvk against. something and discharged the 
weapon, lodging the contents in Mr. Blair's bead 
and killing him instantly. The door of his 
room was not locked and no !etters were left for 
any member of his family, nor were there any 
other indications of anintention to commit suicide, 
Mr. slair was in an unusually cheerful mood yes 
terday, and this morning he made a positive en- 
gagement with a friend, a member of the firm of 
Jones & Raymond.

(WO LARGE DRY GOODS ROUSES 
FORCED 70 SUSPEND. 
ASSIGNMENT BY F. MAYER & CO., FOLLOWED 
RY TMAT OF LEVY BROTHERS & CO.— 

OTHER HOUSES PERMAPS HURT. 


The clothing dry goods trade of this City 
was startled yesterday by the announcement of 
the failure of F. Mayer & Co., jobbers in woolen 
goods, at No. 20 White-street. Early in the morn- 
Ing tha frm made an assignment to Simon Danzig, 
fealer in cloaks, at Nos. 368 and 596 Broadway, 
giving preferences to the amouut of $810,513 75. 
Phe firm stood at the head of the Jewish clothing 

- trade in this City, and up to yesteraay its credit 
was considered as Al. The facts of the failure 
read rapidly In the dry goods district, and there 
waa much burrying to and fro of merchants who 
pad dealt with the suspended firm and its larger 
creditors, all anxious to ascertain as much of the 
particulars of the failure as possible. In the con- 
fusion following the assignment, however, little 
information could be obtained in the office of 
Maser & Co. The liabilities were variously esti- 
mated at irom $1,000,000 to $1,250,000, and the as- 
fets. it was said, would in all probability more than 
sover the latter amount. The preferred ereditors 
scheduled tn the assignment are as follows:

From what could be ascertained of the failure 
mong the creditors and friends of Mr. Ferdinand 
Mayer, the senior partner of the firm, it seems to 
be pretty well established that the cause of the 
assignment was the indulgence of Mr. Mayer ina 
wo free use of, bis paper for the accommodation of 


his friends. Itis said that he was always ready to 
help others, and that he has floated hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on the market to keep 
other firms from going under. The only oneof | 
these firms whose name oould be ascertained 
yescerday was thet of Sledenbach. Schwab & Uo., | 
who failed on Monday, placing Mayer & Co. among | 
their preferred creditors for $47.000, which is said | 
to be a much smaller amount than they owed the 
frm. it was this failure which precipitated the | 
suspension of Mayer & Co. Mr. Ferdinand Mayer, 
whon seen by a Times reporter, appeared to | 
be almost completely overcome by the dis- | 
aster which had overtaken his house, and |

his eyes as he spoke of the failure. 
When asked what had caused it, he said: ‘I 
can't talk about it much to-day. I have been try- 
ing to hold up my friends, and the weight has been 
too heavy for me. I helved Siedenbueh, Schwab 
& Co. tothe extent of about $200,000, but 1 don’t 
Want to say anything abeut it. I have helped 
others whom I trusted. and now! am driven to thse 
wail. But I have given up everything to my cred- 
itors.” said Mr. Mayer. straightening bimeeif up, 
“anodif lcan help it nobody shall lose a dollar 
through me. I have turned over ali my property, 
which ought to be worth $1,500.000, and every cent 
of it shall go to clearing my h use from debt.” 

“At how much do you estimate your liabilities?” 
asked the reporter. 

“I can’t tel what they will be yet. I shonid 
say. though. about $1,124.000. To pay them I have 
goods in this store worth $640,000, at least, and all 
my real estate, which I have turned over to Mr. 
Dencig. I can’t talk with you about this thing 
pow. Only say that I am honest about the matter, 
and you will tell the truth.” 

Mr. Danzig, the Assignee, knew little of the 
tffairs of the firm, having just taken possession. 
He thought, however, that the liabilities would 
foot up avout $1,000,000, and expressed the belief 
that the assets would te sufficient to pay the 
creditors doiler for dollar on theirclaims. The | 
firm, he said, did one of the largest trades in the 
City. and had been known tor years as thoroughly 
trustworthy. while its credit was first ciass. Mr. 
Mayer was too good-hearted a man to protect his 
own interests, and he had fallen a victim to a 
lesire to help bis friends. This seemed to be 
the general opinion on all sides, and of 
a dozen of the creditors of the firm and 
merchants employed in the trade who were talked 
with by a Times reporter, there was not one who 
Gid not express unbounded sympathy for Mr. 
Mayer. Just how much of his paper is mow out 
which was given as accommodation to others it 
was impossible to discover, but it is certain thata 
great part of his liabilities consists of that kind of 
paper. He indorsed a great many notes for friends 
in addition to floating his own paper to pull them 
through their troubles. 

A large amount of the paper of the firm is held 
by the banks, who have purehased it without bhesi- 
tation. The Importers and Traders’, Fourth Na- 
tienal, Metropolitan National, and Lincoln Na- 
tion | Banks are eaid to hold notes of Mayer & Co., 
but they are all indorsed by responsibie persons, 
aod there Is very little danger of any loss to the 
hulders of them. A meeting of the banks and pre- 
[. rred creditors is to be called very soon, to sve if 
rome arrangement cannot be made by which the 
business of the firm can be continued for the bene- 
fit of the creditors. It is hoped that eventually 
Maver & Co., will be enabled to resume. 

Mr. Alberc T. Plummer, of the firm of Pomeroy 
& Plummer. No. 68 Leonard-street, one of the large 
treditor , in speaking of the failure, said: “It 
rame like a thunderbolt on the trade, and it came 
fixe athunderbolt on Mr. Mayer. No longer ago 
than last Saturday Mr. Mayer did not dream of 
trouble. He was in here nearly two hours that 
ifternoon. and was as light-hearted and happy as I 
tversaw him. He hed no idea of trouble then, 
and nobody else had any such ides. That night he 
went to the theatre, and in conversation nhetween 
the acts he first heard that Siedenbaceli. Schwab & 
Co. had made an assignme t or were about to 
meke one. He was astounded, as he well 

might be, to hear that they were going 
tw» take *uch ai step me even con- 
tulting him in the matter. Had they 
not ignored him, there would have been no neves- 
sity jor them to fail at all, and he would not have 
pow been involved as he is. They preferred 
him to the emount of $45,000,I believe, which 
Was nothing like what they owed him. Even 
then, however, Mr. Mayer had no intention of 
making an essignment, and up to yesterday be saw 
his wuy perfectly clear. But last night he found 
that certain persons were taking steps to attach 
some of hix property, and he then determined to 
make an assignment in order to protect all his 
creditors. He did so early this morning, and tle 
necessity for doing it has neurly broken his heart. 
There js not a more upright man In business than 
Ferdinand Mayer, and there is no man whose fail- 
nre would have awakened such wide-sprea | sympa- 
thy. Had be wanted to buy a half-million dol- 
lars’ worth of goods in this City last Saturday 
be cvuld have gone «ut and got them 
pn lis personal notes without the Jeast trouble. 
I don’t believe, though, that als creditors will losea 
cent by the failure. He is a very rich man, and 
owns agreat deal of real estate tn the City, upon 
which there isa very slight mortrage. He owns 
the Newport. Interlaken, and Strathmore flats and 
the Adelphi Hali, besides several other smaller 
duildings, and he has given up everything to his 
treditors that be possegsed in the world. It would 
Dot surprise me atall’to find that he had some- 
thing leit after his business affairs are ali settled, 
and if be has the trade will rejoice over the fact as 
pouch as he wili.” 
What effect will this failure have on trade in 
gener.l?"’ asked the reporter. : 

“I don’t believe,’ was the answer, ‘that it will 
have any bad effect. i know of no failure in the 
clothing trade of any account. with the exception 
of those of Siedenbach, Schwab & Co. and Mayer 
& Co., that nas occurred this year, and the trade 
itself is very prosperous. Ata time like this, when 
the banks are so cautious about buying paper, and 
it is so difficult to secure money or accommodation 
in the clothing business, I think the very fact of 
our prosperity is a great tribute to our merchants.” 

Another of the large creditors of Mayer & Co. 
flid not take so rosy a view of the probable effect 
of the failure. *‘I do not think,” be said, ** that 
pny other firms will be forced to suspend at once, 
but a greii many will be hurt very badly, now that 
the support of Mr. Mayer is withdrawn from them. 
The trouble with Mayer was that he has opened 
his aims and made brothers of people who have 
fragged him down and left him to fight his way 

up as best he can.”’ 

Ferdinand Mayer began business in this City asa 
obber of woolens in 1857, and since that time has 
ad engaged with him as partners T, Leopold May- 

tr, his brother: Samson Hirsch, and Benjamin May- 

r. hisson. The firm since 1874 has consisted of 
ather and son. the father being the capitalist of 

She bouse. Duriog the lest few years Ferdinaod 


wares has made several ventures in real estate, 
which resulted in bringing him in a large income. 
The business of his house was large, well conduct- 
ed, and profitable, and no disaster of any kina has 
befallen it before this failure. His paper has sold 
very low, usually below the market rate, and his 
credit was rated very bizh at Bradstreet’s and in 
the trade. Ferdinand Mayer’s property in real 
estate is very valuable. The Newport, Strathmore, 
Adelphi, and Interlaken flats, with Adelphia Hall, 
which are owned by him, are valued at $1,250,000, 
and the moctcages on them amount to only $120,- 
000. He owns the large building at the south-west 
corner of the Bowery and Hester-street, and several 
emaller buildings in Harlem and on Third-avenue. 
Tie was interested with the Levy Brothers in erect- 
ing the large building on the north-east corner of 
Broadway and Houston-street, occupied by the 
Bronner Clothing Company. which cost £300,000, 
but he sold his interest in this structure for $80,000 
about a year ago.

CARRIED DUWN BY MAYER, 

The assignment of Levy Brothers & Co., whole- 
sale clothiers, to Solomon N. Kohn, was filed in the 
County Clerk's office, just as that office was about 
to close yesterday afternoon. Preferences were 
named aggregating about $900,000. This firm oc- 


cupied the second and third floors of the building 
No. 472 Broadway. It was composed of Samuel, 
Julius, and August H. Levy, and was one of the 
heaviest dealing firms in its linein the City. It is 
said to have been doing a business of more than 
$2,000,000 a year. The relations between Levy 
Brothers & Co, and F. Mayer & Cv. were very 
ciose, and the announcement of the failure of the 
last named house early in the day at once gave rise 
to suspicions in the trade that Levy Brothers & Co. 
would be forced to make an assignment. It was 
known that Levy Brothers & Co. hai been raising 
large amounts of money on paper indorsed by F. 
Mayer & Co. Conservative members of the cloth- 
ing trade say that tRey have watched the course 
of Mayer & Co., Levy & Co., and some other firms 
whose interests are cluzely identified with the two 
suspended firms with much anxiety. The fact that 
the Levys were rich and prosperous was generally 
believed, but close observers of their transactions 
thought they were tuking too much money from 
their business to put into real estate. It is said 
that the Levy Brothers expended about $300,000 in 
constructing the large building at Broadway and 
Houston-street, occupied by the. Bronners. They 
were also large backers of the Bronners. They 
owned improved real estate on the Bowery, and 
were extensively interested in two or three costly 
apartment-houses up town. 

Samuel and August H. Levy are brothers and 
are nephews of their partner, Julius. The busi- 
ness of the firm was begun about 1864 by a 
Levy, the father of Samuel and August, who 
opened a store at No, 595 Eighth-avenue, in this 
City, and another store at Leavenworth, Kan. He 
had two partners. In 1805the firm of A. Levy & 
Co. removed to No, 115 Chambers-street, and three 

ears later Adoloh Levy withdrew and the firm of 
<amack, Levy & Co. was organized, Mr. August 
Hi. Levy being a member. A capital of about 
$200,000 was then claimed. In the Winter of 1869 
the present firm succeeded Kamack, Levy & Co. 
They did business for a while at No. 12 Walker- 
street and then removed to No. 472 Broadway. 
The firm's business is said to have grown very 
rapidly during the last five or six years, and it had 
a high rating on the books of both of the mercan- 
tile agencies. 

A memper of a large clothing house in Broad- 
way, near Grand-street, was asked if the failures 
of yesterday would haye a depressing effect on the 
trade, and he promptly replied: “No, Sir: the 
failures are not in consequence of any troubie in 
the legitimate clothing business. The trade is in 
first-rate condition, and these failures will not 
affect any firms except those which are financially 
dependent upon the insolvent concerns. Levy 
Brothers & Co., I think, would have been all 
right if they had not spread themselves so much 
in real estate transactions. They were tied up 
with Mayer & Co., ana the tailure of the latter 
tirm dragged them down."’ 

The employes of Levy Brothers & Co. were quict- 
ly attending to their usual duties yesterday after- 
noon, and pretended that they had heard nothing 
of any assignment. One of the members of the 
firm informed a Times reporter that he ceuld not 
give any information as to the extent of the firm's 
liabilities or its essets. He thought it would take 
two or three days to arrive at a correct idea of the 
condition of affairs.

WHAT CAUSED THE EXPLOSION. 


A PIECE OF GLASS WHICH HAS PUZZLED 
MR. CLAYTON, 

Mr. Arche'aus CondelJ, of No. 83 Calyer- 
street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, a manufacturer 
of artificial limbs, started out for a drive to Pros- 
pect Park with Mr. Webb Clayton, a visiting friend, 
Thursday evening. While proceeding through 
First-street, on the way, about § o'clock, some- 
thing struck the wheel of the carriage and bound- 
ing into the vehicle landed on Mr. Clayton’s foot. 
Mr. Clayton at first thought it was a pieee of coal 
which some boy had thrown. After a while he 
picked it up and fgund it to be a piece of glass. He 
put it in his pocket and on returning home placed 
it on one end of the mantelpiece inthe parlor. It 


Was Conical-shaped, something like part of an egg, 
perfectly smooth and regular, two inches long and 
an inch in diameter at the bottom, the widest purt. 
It looked to be asolid piece of gluss, although its 
color was a trie strange. A Judy friend of the 
family examining it a day or two afterward said it 
did not took as glass usually does, although that 
was evidently whet it was. It was kept as a ouri- 
osity, Monday evening about 8 o’elock the fam- 
ily was assembled in the parlor. Mr. Clayton 
sat at the end of the mantel in a chair 
and Mrs. Condel! was leaning on the maniel, a 
foot and a half away from the piece of glass. Sud- 
denly the giass exploded with a report like an old- 
fashioned visto), and burst into 200 or more pieces, 
which were seattered all over the room. No one 
was hurt, but ail were astounded. A reason for 
the explosion was sought, but none could be 
found. The conclusion was that there must 
have been something in the composition of the 
giass to cause it to explode, but what it was 
could not be determined. Whatever it was, 
the explosion could not have been eaused by 
heat, as there was no fire in the fire-place. Mr. 
Condell did not believe it was an infernal machine 
prepared to kill anybody with. If it was it eould 
not have been intended for him, as he had no ene- 
mies that he knew of. Mr. Clayton said all he 
could do was to wonder a: the explosion. Mrs. 
Condell said she was going to keep away from her 
mirror and ask Mr. Condell to put in windows of 
pellucid oyster-shells, as the Pbillipine Islanders 
do, for fear the house would blow up. Police Cap- 
tain Waldron said a glass bal] which he was about 
to put on the spire ofachurch in Williamsburg 
exploded in his hands. 

The place where the piece of glass was thrown 
into the carriage is only a few blocks from the resi- 
dence of Dr. Gallagher, who went to England and 
got himself in prison by bis dynamite operations. 
Suspicious Greenpointers thought it was one of his 
dynamite bombs. They drank their beer solicit- 
ously when served in glasses, and meekly asked to 
have it in pewter or earthen mugs, or, better still, 
direct from the faucet at 5 cents a drink.

PLEAS OF THK COMMUTERS. 


Simon Sterne, representing the Board of 
Trade and Transportation, appeared before the 
State Railroad Conimissioners yesterday in the 
Chamber of Commerce to show why the passenger 
commutation fares on the Hudson River and Har- 
lem Railroads should be reduced. The yearly com- 
mutation fare to Paterson, N. J., 16 miles from this 
City, by tho Erie cost $65, he said, while!the fare 


to Yonkers, also 16 miles, over the Hudson River 
Road, was $90. He gave other similar instances. 
Mr. Sterne had summoned as witnesses a number 
of gentlemen who lived alorg the lines of the 
Harlem and Hudson River Roads, among them 
Frederick William Weiss, Henry C. Apeij. Eymer 
Kappelman, and Edward Schreiner, of West 
Mount Vernon; D. D. Mangam, of Sing Sing; 
W. R. Brown, Col, M. B. Bartram, residents 
of — Plains, and Robert H. Shannon, of Tre- 
mont. 

Tho West Mount Vernon witnesses testified that 
in 1852 the commutation fare to that point was $35 
per annum, and then the railroad brought them 
down as far as Tryon-row. ‘The price was fixed at 
that figure to attract residents and manufacturers, 
and this policy was eminently successful, Lots 
were purchased, builcings were run up, and 
factories were started, and there was a rush of 
people out there. Over $1,000,000 was expended 
in buildiugs, and values of real estate ran up. 
When the road passed into the hands of Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt the rates wore gradually in- 
creased, and when the Grand Cestral Station was 
made the terminus, the commuters had to pay an 
additional! tax of 6 eents daily to get down town 
by the Fourth-avenue horse cars. Now the cost 
of travel was about $118. With the increase of the 
rates of fare the rates of freight were also raised, 
and the trade and prosperity of West Mount 
Vernon declined iu proportion. Manufac- 
turers moved their factories to other rail- 
road lines or brought them nearer to the 
City, sand man of the residents either 
returned to New-York or went to live in New-Jer- 
sey or Connecticut, It was difficult now to seil 
real estate in West Mount Vernon, and although 
rents were very low, it was almost impossible to 
secure tenants. The witnesses admitted that the 
extravagance of the ring that laid out the boule- 
vards had had some effect upon the decline of the 
prosperity of the place. 

Mr. Mangam ssid that the commutation fare to 
Sing Sing in 1852 was about $75, when passengers 
were brought to Tryon-row. Now the cost was 
$225 50. The effect of the increase of passenger 
and freight rates was detrimental to trade and 
real estate. Real estate was uot 25 or 40 per cent. 
as high now as it was eignt or ten years ago. 
Many merchants had been induced to come from 
New-York, but in.reased rates drove them away. 
It seemed as if Vanderbilt was willing to sacrifice 
the local to the through trade, for the witness bad 
in Winter paid as high as 20 cents for grain from 
New-York, while he could have it shipped from 
Chicago to Sing Sing atthatrate. The witnesses 
from White Plains made the same complaint. So 
bigh were freight rates that it cost less to cart 
brieks over the steep hills al! the way from Tarry- 
town tban to bring them by rail from Spuyten Duy- 
vil. Mr. G. B. Butler, of Croton Falls, said that 
when fares were raised he begged Mr. Vanderbilt 
to restore old rates, otherwise he and other resi- 
dents would be obliged to move. The Commodore 
was deal, and the consequence was that many res- 
idents went away and real estate depreciated. 
Further hearing in the matter will be had at Albany 
on Oct. 9 

The Railroad Commissioners then went to the 
Grand Central Station. Commissioner O'Donnell 
desired to gain additional information with refer- 
ence to the request for reduced rates for the trans- 
portation of milk. He asked Mr. Rossitti, Treasurer 
of the New-York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road, whether $2,250,000 used in tne construction of 
the Albany extension, in 1856, had not been 
charged again later, and whether the real estate of 
the company, which was not used for railroad pur- 
poses, a8 Madisen-Squure Garden, 14 lots iu Eighty- 
sixth-street, should not be regarded as assets of 
the company and be deducted from the construc- 
tion expenses fund. He was told that the $2,250,- 
000 could not have been charged twice.

DISCUSSING CATHOLIC METHODS. 

Cardinal McCloskey, at the head of the 
table around which were grouped the nine Bish- 
ops composing the Congregation of Bishops,opened 
the third day’s session of the Catholic Provincial 
Council at 10 o'clock yesterday morning with a 
prayer for guidance in their deliberations.

At 4 o’clock a procession of black 
robed theologians filed up the steps;and into the Fe- 
male Orphan Asylum, at Madison-avenue and Fifty- 
first-atreet, and each eommittee proceeded to the 
room which had been assigned to it on the day be- 
fore. Each committee is presided over by a 

Bishop, who acts as Chairman and directs the de- 
bates. Of the Committee on Matters of Faith 
Bishop John Loughlin is President, Bishop Bernard 
McQuaid presides over that on the Clergy, Bishop 
S. J. Ryan over that on Pastoral Zeal for Souls, 
Bishop McInerny over that on the Sacraments and 
Worship, and Bishop Willlam Wadhams over that 
on Ecclesiastical Property. Besides the President 
there arc in each committee a Vice-President and 
Secretary. The session of these committees yes- 
terday lasted until almost 6 o'clock. Another 
congregation of Bishops will pe held at 16 o’clock 
on Friday, and the theologians will also hold an- 
other session on Friday at4 o’clock. The second 
publio session will be held at the Cathedral this 
morning, when there will be a solemn mass, at 
\ which Arohbishep Corrigan will deliver a sermon.

MP. CORBIN'’S RAILPOAD CENSURED. 
Coroner Robinson concluded the inquest last

THE CHICAGO PRODUVE MARKETS.

Caicaao, Sept. 25.—The leading produce matkets 

wore less active yesterday and mostly weaker. The 


strength of the previous day diiinmot hold. Everybod 
expected a further advance, but were disappointed, 
fhe shorts had already been scared into filling, 
and the news of financial troubles in New- 
York tended to depress, although stocks were 
understood to be _ steadier. The shipping 
movement was dull, and even the speculative part of 
the trading seemed to be mostly local. ‘ihe afternoon 
witnessed @ very weak spell following the rumor of 
the death of Lyman Blair. It was well known that he 
had been a persistent bull all through the decline of 
the last 14 weeks, and people aid not wait to ask how 
or why. They simply judged that there might be 
disquietude in settiing up when many trades were 
out, most of them involving big differences, and they 
sold impulsively, chiefly in provisions. Short ribs 
opéned on the cal) 15 cents lower than they elosed on 
*Change, and other things were equa!ly wild for the 
nontce, but active buying relieved the strain and left 
& steadier closing. 

Provisions were less active than usual and very 
weak. Pork cl on ’Changeé 2745 cents below the 
latest prices of Monday, at 310 42% bid four Octo- 
ber and $11 224 bid for January. Lard closed 
12% cents lower, at $7 85 bid for October 
and $7 6O bid for January. Short ribs closed 
174g cents lower, at $5 7744 bid for October. There 
was not much change in foreign advices, but our re- 
ceipts of hogs were larger, and there was a plentiful 
dearth of outside orders to trade in produce. it 
started in heavy with some local selling, which was 
desisted from when it was found that the market 
would not take much without & big break. This 
led to a rally, but the improvement was lost on the 
first call, after which§ there was an umistakable dull- 
ness, except a alignt flurry over the sale of 20,009 bar- 
rels of January pork in one lot at $1030. ‘The 
market was heavy, in ome With grain and 
on predictions that the enforced feeding of trosted 
corn will bting most of the hogs to market 
early inthe Winter. The shipping demand for prod- 
uct was light, but involved some pork as October 
rices and atew meats. On the aiternoon call the mar- 

et was pafilcky for a few moments, especial!

ly, while lard was steady. ‘the market closed 
more quiet as compared with prices at 1 o’clock. 
Pork was 2234 cents lower for October, 30 cents lower 
for November, aad 74% cents lower forJanuery. Lard 
was 24, cents lower, and ribs 10 cents lower for 
October, with a decline of only 244 cents for January. 
On the curbstone subsequently the tone was firmer, 
but wit hardly anycthing doing. 

There were no 
new fettures Inthe market, the weakness In wheat 
having no apparent effect on flour prices. Bran was 
firm, with most of the sales at $12 per ton. 

Whea: was weak, with a smaller volume of trading, 
being generally heavy. It closed on ‘\ hange % tol 
cent below rhe latest regular prices of Monday, at 
95% cents for October and 93 cents for o- 
vember. Tho market was weak early on the 
absence of war news and the conviction that 
the shorts had about got through with their 
fillings. It strengthenei some on reports of 
light receipts at Winter wheat points. while New- 
York was called steady, and starred down again about 
noon with news of commercial trouble in that City, 
followed by later cabies, which announced weakness 
in London, Antwerp, and Paris. Our receipts were 
only moderate in volume and expected to settle down 
toesmailer average, but there were no signs of an 
export movement to relieve the monvtony here, 
and bears grew more numerous. Car lots of 
No. 2 ked Winter sold chietiy at $1 03, and No.

000,000—fourteen of them have cost $7,283, -

| reported to Congress that in twelve months, 
by expending $230,000 for repairs, she could 
be fitted for sea and made ‘“‘efficient to en- | 
| gage in battle with an enemy of the same 
general classification.’’ An adcitional sum 
would be needed, however, for guns. A 
board of inspection afterward condemned | 
her, showed that she was rotten, and came 
to the conclusion that it would cost more to | 
make necessary repairs than it would : 


build a new vessel of the same kind. 
| There are also in the list five tugs which 
have cost the Government $175,000. The 
| appraised value of these was $4,600, and 
| they are to be sold for $6,700. The Secre- 
tary reported in May of last year that the hulls 
| of these were all in good condition, and that 
four of the tugs were then in commission. 
It appears that the services of a Board of In- 
spection were sorely needed, for the depart- 
ment did not know how worthless these ves- 
sels were.

It has been ascer- 
tained that the wretched man has used soap 
as a means of cleansing one of his garments. 
The use of soap is of itself a suspicious cir- 
cumstance in a Connecticut town, but when 
a man accused of murder is found to have 
washed his clothes with soap the infereuce 

| that he washed blood-stains from his clothes, 
and that the blood causing the stains was 
the blood of a murdered ginl, is, of course, 
irresistible. 

Encouraged by this evidence against 
Lewis, the detectives have arrested the town 
drunkard. The arrest was not made on the 
ground that the drunkard is suspected of 
murder, but because in an advanced state of 
rum ha hag said that he knew who killed 


remarks made by a Connecticut drunkard 
when unusually drunk are of vast impor- 
tance. The average drunkard is notoriously 
a person of rare modesty, reticence, and 
veracity, and would in no circumstances 
make boastful declarations. If the Stratford 
drunkard has said that he knew the murderer 
of Rost Amsuier, of course he told the 
truth, and of course, he meant that Lewis 
was the murderer. The evidence against 
LEWIs now seems to be overwhelming. He 
was the giri’s afflanced lover; he habitually 
sells cabbages; he has been found guilty of 
using soap, and a prominent drunkard has 
boasted of a knowledge of the murderer. 
If after all this a wretch tainted by traffic 
in cabbages and defiled with soap should be 
permitted to escape, law and justice in Con- 
necticut will be a mere mockery. 


Still, it must be admitted that there isa 
bare possibility that Lewrs is innocent. There 
is another theory as to the Stratford murder 
which might be used to fasten the crime 
upon the Rev. Mr. Hovucuron, the New- 
Haven preacher of the Gospel according to 
the Police Gazette. Mr. Hoveaton has pub- 
licly said that in his opinion Lewis killed 
the girl. How is it that be ventures to be so 
confident unless he isin the possession of an 
intimate knowledge of the murder, and how 
could he have such knowledge unless he 
was a party to the crime? Mr. Houcuton 
did not know the murdered girl, and hence 
it is at least as probable that he killed her as 
it is that the man who was engaged to 
marry her killed her. It is true that Mr. 
HovuGaton has never been found guilty of 
selling cabbages, but asa preacher he has 
virtually sold sermons, and the distinction 
between the two is sometimes very slight. 
Finally, there would be no difficulty in 
proving that since the night of the murder 
Mr. Hoventon has washed his hands with 
soap. Why did he wash them with soap 
unless it was in order to remove blood- 
stains? The more the Rev. Mr. Hovena- 
TON’s connection with the Stratford mur- 
der isexamined the darker does his case 
seem. Almost any one of the arguments 
which have been used to prove Lewis guilty 
might be used with equal force to prove Mr. 
HovucGaron guilty, and in addition to these 
arguments it can be said that he has made 
in his pulpit almost the same boast made by 
the leading Stratford drunkard in his 
cups.

LIGHTNING. 


The freaks of lightning are certainly won- 
derful when they are told by Western news- 
papers. For example, it is now asserted 
that in 1853 a Congregational meeting-house 
in Lockport was struck by lightning during 


time that the choir was executing an anthem 
in seven simultaneous keys. One of the 
young ladies of the choir was stunned, and 
on regaining consciousness was found to 
have lost her watch and chain. She re- 


| mained ill for several months, during which 


she suffered from a pain in her side, but in 


| time the pain ceased. A short time ago the 


young lady—who appears to have grown no 


| older in thirty years—noticed a swelling on 


her arm. The swelling increased and 


| worked downward, and it has just been 


discovered that the missing watch and three 


| feet of chain were safely imvedded in the 


arm. The lightning obviously drove the 
watch and chain into the young lady’s side, 
and for thirty years the lost articles have 
meandered through her system until they 
have finally reached the surface. 


Strange as this story may seem, it can be 


| matched by the experience of Mr. Josiah 


H. Stringly, who, forty years ago, was 
leaning on his ox-cart in front of 
the Baptist meeting-house of Osh- 
kosh when the steeple was struck 
by lightning. Mr. Stringly was stunned, 


| his oxen were killed, and the cart was ap- 


parently annihilated. After recovering from 


| the effects of the lightning, Mr. Stringly 


became a book agent, and practiced that 
calling until about a week ago, when an in- 
durated swelling on his right cheek attracted 
his attention. He found that it was caused 
by a link of an ox-chain, and on trying to 
pull the link out of the cheek twelve feet of 
heavy ox-chain and the missing ox-cart were 
recovered—the latter in perfect condition, 
with the exception of one of the tires, which 
was slightly corroded. This story teaches 
us that we should never play with lightning 
and should always tell the truth.

Mile. Nixau, the new prima donna of Mr. 
Maurice Grau’s French Opera Company, made 
her first appearance last evening at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre in the title réle of Suppé’s opera, 
“ Boceaccio.” The large audience was evidently 
disposed to welcome the new-comer cordially. but 
was hardly prepared to find that Mile. Nixan 
would exceed their anticipations. The new prima 
donna has in her favor three priceless gifts of na- 
ture—an abundance of voice, a scarcity of years, 
and a handsome person, If she had less voice she 
might succeed on the burlesque stage. for she isa 

leasant picture to look upon. She 
coueves: a strong, fresh, cyners seinesmeane 
voice of excellent timbre and compass. The lower 
register is full and resonant, with an approach to 
the contralto quality, while the middle register 
Dossesses that mellow purity which is so often ab- 
sent from the lighter and mors brilliant soprani. 
The upper register is remarkably strong for a 
comic opera singer, but has a slight metallic ring, 
which is increased by the artiste’s fondness for 
forcing her high notes. In method, Mlle. Nixan is 
commendable. She uses the tremolo with unusual 
moderation for a French singer. She displays no 
facility in fiorituri—anotner fault which is 
attributable to her school—but her cantabile sing- 
ing is executed with judgment, taste, and many 
toucnes of feeling, This was at once recognized 
by the audience in her singing of the refrain of 
Beatrice’s love song in the first act, which was en- 
thusiastically redemanded. As an actress Mile. 
Nixau is bright, vivacious, and picturesque. She 
displays a fonaness for posing, but her attitudes, 
while studied, are graceful. If there be anything 
in which she is particularly deficient, it is 
that essentially French quality caliea chic. The 
want of this detraets seriously trom the bright 
comedy scene in the second act, in which Boccaccio 
is disguised as the gardener. Mme, Théo's won- 
derfuliy funny interpretation of this scene is not 
approached by Mile. Nixau. In spite of this her 
success with the audience was undoubted, and she 
will certainly take her place at once as a popular 
favorite. The remainder of the cast was excellent, 
Mme.

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE ALEXANDER RHALLIS. 
George Alexander Rhallis, the Grecian 
statesman, who died yesterday at the age of 79, was 
born in Constantinople on the 30th of April, 1804, 
and was the son of an old Chargé d’Affaires of the 


Porte in France. At the age of 17 he went to 
Vienne to study, and thence to Paris,jwhere he 
placed himself in the Collége Henry IV. When his 
college days were over he decided to make his re-i- 
dence in France, and was appointed Professor of 
Rhetoric in the Collége de Marmande. He was, 
however, soon recalled to Greece, wnere he oceu- 
pied many important positions. He became Pro- 
cureur-Géneral in the Court of Appeals at Argos, 
and filled the same position afterward in Thebes 
and Athens. He was, finally, Presiaent of Areop- 
agus, in Athens. In 1437, the Royal University of 
Athens having just been founded, Mr. Rhaliis was 
appointed Professor of Commercial Law, and he 
was in the following year’ elected Rector of the 
university. In 1841 he was made Minister of Jus- 
tice, and was also put at the head of the Finance 
Department, Mr. Khallis was the author of sev- 
eral important works, among them “ The Right of 
People.” * Manual of Roman Law,” ‘Course of 
Commercial Law,” * The Bodyof Canonical Law 
in the Greek Church." and, in cullaboration with 
M. Potlis, “The Greek Codes,” a repertory of the 
commercial, criminal, adminis- 
trative, and international, of Greece.

Afterward, at the request of some residents of 
Zipaquird, the Government sent two peace dele 
gates to treat with the rebels. Unfortunately, they 
arrived too jate, because Gen. Didacio Delgado, 
animated by a generous impulse which cost him 
his life. was the involuntary cause of leading te 
the commencement of hostilities at the mo- 
ment he was treating for peace. He ad- 
vanced near the fortifications with a few 
men, in the hope that the rebels would 
listen to reason. when they answered 
by firing on him, killing him onthespot. This 
was the commencement of a prolonged struggie, 
which lasted from 4 P. M. on the 11th until day- 
break of the 12th, when Col. Soler Martizez eur- 
rendered at discretion. Of the three companies 
of the Colombian Guard he had under his com- 
mand, one joined Gen. Ponce directiy firing began, 
another changed sides at nightfall, and the tbird a 
few moments before the surrender.

Then, when the 
convention came together, the managers were con- 
fronted by a new danger. J. A. Blend, of Wash- 
ineton, whose recent reported affiliation with the 
Republicans has occasioned comment, appeared 
as @ delegate, having obtuinea the credentials of 
2 country representative. There was determined 
opposition to his admittance, and over him the 
leaders fought. P. P. Field, Chairman of the Stete 
Committee, acted as temporary Chairman, and he 
romptiy rou-ed theconvrention by making a But- 
er s +h on taking the chair. He also roused 
Bland by remarking at the end of his harangue 
that Messachusetts could run her politics without 
any dependence upon the gentleman from Wash- 
ington. Bland at once demanded to be heard, but 
the Butler leaders vehemently protested. and the 
convention showed no disposition to listen to 
bim, but induiged instead in a great uproar. Fi- 
nally the temporary Chairman pronounced 
Bland out of order, and declared that 
the matter of his eligibility rested with the Cre‘en- 
tials Committee. When the permanent Chairman. 
Levi B. Pierce, of Lynn, was inducted into office 
be delivered bis speech, which was mainly devoted 
to abuse of Republicans, and especially of Jast 
Week's convention, which he denounced as a gath- 
ering of ‘**money-hags and silk stockings.”

THE POOL COMMI1TEE DISCUSSING 
PASSENGER INTERESTS. 

THE OLD ARRANGEMENT CONTINUED UNTIL 
THE END OF THE YEAR AND PERCENT- 
AGES TO BE DECIDED TO-DAY. 

A meeting of the Joint Executive Committee 
(passenger department) of the trunk lines and 
Eastern and Western railroads began at the office 
of the Chairman, Albert Fink, yesterday. 
Vice-Chairman, 8. F. Pierson, presided. The roads 
represented were the Baltimore and Ohio, Boston 
and Albany, Chicago and Atlantis, Chicago, St. 
Louis and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Washington and 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis, Fitohburg, Grand Rapids and Indi-

The meeting was called to adopt a pooling con- 
tract. to continue from Sept. } to dan. 1,4 period 
of four months. The previous one, which was for 
six months, expired hy limitation Ang. 31. The 
pooling arrangement was first made Sept. 1, 1882. 
and the duration of the new contract was fixed at 
four months in order to have the renewal take 
effect at the beginning of the year. No redical 
changes beyond some in phraseology were made 
in the old form. and all the terms were azreed to 
except the award of percentages in the divi- 
sion, which is to be made hy Commissioner 
Fink to-day, when the meeting continues. 
Two additional members’ were , admitted— 
the Chicago and Atlantic and the Pittsburg. Chi- 
cugo and St. Louls, The admission of these roads 
rendered necessary the changes in the percentages. 
Some further changes ure likely to be made, as 
some roads which have enjoyed differential rates 
no longer require then—improved equipment and 
facilitiea placing them on a level with lines exact- 
ing hizher rates. No charges of cutting or other 
irregularities have been preferred against any of 
the roads. In the discussion of differential fares, 
new differential fare points will he considered. The 
territory covered hy differential fares iscludes 
Boston, Albany. New-York, Philadelohia, Balti- 
more, and Washington in the East, anil Chicago. 
Cincinnati, and St. Louis in the West. An arrange- 
ment between Buffalo, Chicago, and St. Louis and 
a local arrangement generally throughout the 
country is to be discussed. An application has 
been received by the committee from the St. Louis 
and Toledo narrow guage for local differential 
fares between Toledo and St. Lonis end for the 
admission of the road to membership in the com- 
nittee. 

The committee has no control over the roads en- 
gaced in the war of rates between Chicago and 
Loutsvilie, and did not take up the subject except 
informally. The roads engaged ip the war west of 
Chic»go are not in the pool, but have been asked 
to desist where their fight affects pool roads. The 
contract approved yesterday will probably be 
signed to-day. The settlements will be monthly, 
and on a money basis, as heretofore. .

A RUSH FOR 71/K BRIDGE CARS. 


HUNDREDS OF PASSENGERS YESTERDAY AND 
SOME POOR GRIP-WHEELS. 

Over 1,000 persons crossed the Brooklyn 
bridge on the cars yesterday morning between 7 
and 8 o'clock, and many more would have crossed 
but for a very annoying delay which occurred at 7 
o'clock. One of the journals on the New-York 
tide, not the one which had hitherto been giving 
trouble, became so heated that for 20 minutes the 


cable had to be+topped. At that time several hun- 
dred persons were waiting for admittan:e at the 
Brooklyn end. and many became disgusted and 
turned away, some to walk across, Lut more to go 
over by ferry. 

Seven cars were in use part of the day, but most 
of the time only six, and these were intended to be 
run at intervals of five minutes, although there 
was considerable variation in this all through the 
day. The cars commenced running at 6 o'clock in 
the morning and stopped at midnight, no change 
being made !n the intervals. 

The wooden tires on several of the grip wheels 
broke away, and at one time in the morning neces- 
sitated # chanue of passengers from car No. 14 to 
anextraone. Col Paine said thatthe reason for 
80 Many grip wheels being spuiled was that they 
were imperfectly made. and that it was not the 
faultofthe grip. For some reason, unknown to 
him, the groove in the oak facing of the wheels 
was made too near the upper edge, and the wood, 
b-ing brittie, tore away very easily. 

“ba why should it be brittle” asked areporter. 

“That,” replied the Colonel, “arises trom an ex- 
periment intrying totoughen it. The wood was 
kalsomined, which, instead of touchentng, only 
takes the life out and mukes it brittle. We are re- 
placing these wheels with the other kind as fast as 
possible, and when that is done there will be no 
trouble, VTheright sort of wheel ought to last 
elght days, whi'e some of the e that broke to day 
were on their firat trip.” Col. Paine also said one 
grip would haul three cars, the load seeming to 
make no difference, and that the time of crossing 
yesterday, six minutes, would be the vsual rate. 

The passengers who crossed on the cars yester- 
day were of u« noticeably good class, no rough ele- 
Ment appearing during the day. The foot passen- 
gers Were not as muny as usual, partly because of 
the severe wird, which made the middle of the 
bridge a most unpleasant place. The cars will seat 
about 50 passengers, the greatest number carried 
over in apy car being 80, while no car crossed with 
less than 40. The greatest number of persons 
crossing are from 7 to 8 o’clock in the morning 
from Brooklyn, and from 5 to 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon from New-York. The receipts on Monday 
from the cars for 10 hours were $851. an‘ for the 
first 8 hours of yesterday a little over $400. Be- 
tween 5:30 and 6:30 P. M. yesterday 1,500 passen- 
gers were carried across the bridge.

THE CORNER-STONE LAID WITH CEREMONY 
IN PRESENCE OF TNE PRESIDENT. 

PROVIDENCE, R. J., Sept. 25.—With clear 
ekies overhead this morning thousands of persuns 
poured into Bristol by poat and train to the 
laying of the cornerstone of the Burnside 
Memorial Hall. The President arrived about noon, 
two hours later than he was expected. The Bristo!

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WiIND-STORM ON 7HE LAKES. 


MUCH DAMAGE IN THE CITY AND TO THE 
SHIPPING ON THE LAKE. 

BcrFaLo, N. Y., Sept. 25.—A disastrous 
storm occurred here late last night, the wind at 
one time attaining a velocity of 54 miles an hour. 
Trees and sign-hoards were blown down, and the 
unfinished round-house of the Rochester and Pitts- 
burg Railroad, on the lake shore at South Buffalo, 
was leveled with the ground. A fine house on 
Ferry-street was entirely demolished, and larze 
panes of glass in several Main-street stores were 
broken. The windows in a number of churches 
suffered alike fate. Ths public bathing-houses at 


the toot of York-etreet and severa! private bathing- 
houses were washed away by the high witsr. 

In the F.rst Ward a large amount of dawage was 
done. Lumber piles were blown across the street. 
damaging houses and fences. About 100 feet of 
the side track on the Niavara Falls Branch of the 
Central Road, at the footof Georgin-street, was 
washed away and four Bine Line cara tumbled 
into the lake and their contents were lost. Four 
out of the six telegraph wires on the Central Road 
were disabled, and three of the Lake Shore Raill- 
road's wires, with all of the Grand Trunk wires, 
were rendered useless. The water in the canal, 
slips, and harbor rose to alevel with the banks. A 
tremendous current prevailed in the Buffalo River. 
and it took several tugs to tow one vessel to a 
place of safety. Vessels comingin did not try to 
make the inner harbor, and were lucky to find 
sheiter under the new breakwater, over which the 
waves dashed ata terrific height. The propelersl 
Chicago and lion Chief and the xchooner David 
Daws «nd James Couch were torn from their fast- 
enings at the Niagara wharf. Tugs went to theie 
assistance. The high water subsided as quickly as 
it arose, falling two feet in less than half an hour. 

Mas'ers of vessels coming in this morning re- 
set that the wind was terrific on the Ixnkes. The 

varge York State, in tow of the steam barge Buck- 

eye, with wheat, from Toledo, broke her tow: line 
when nearing Buffalo before daylight this morn- 
ing. The Buckeve was unable to do ansthing for 
her consort, and came into portalone. At @ay- 
light it was reported thata white vessel was «shore 
near Bay View. with the crew hanging in the rig- 
ging. From the description furnished it was as- 
certained that the vessel was the York State. A 
tug was dispatched this afternoon. Another ves- 
sel is also axhore at Windmill Point, and the life- 
saving crew have gone to her assistance. Sheisa 
black three-master, and is supposed to be the 
Columbian, but nothing definite could be learned 
this morning. The floating elevator Marquet broke 
loose from her moorings in*the Erie Basin and 
raised havoc with the propeller St. Paul, br aking 
one of her arches, her guards, and other parts. 


OswEGo, Sept. 25.—A severe gale on the 
lake did considerable damage last night. The 
Government observatory, which has been used for 
several days recently by the United States Engi- 
neers in’making a coast survey, was blown down by 
the wind. Several vessels which left the harbor 
were obliged to put beck last night with the loss 
of canvas, The sloop Tourist, of Pultneyville, 
witha cargo of fish, went ashore here. At Fair- 
haven the schooner Serepta wih coal from Oswego 
to Toronto, went ashore, she will probably zet off 
without much damage. Several yachts were 
driven from their moorings and more or less dam- 
aged. The life-saving crew were busy all night 
und to-day assisting vessels in distress, The 
schooner Seabird is ashore on the Duck Shoal. 
The schooner Portsmouth had her stern stove in. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 25.—There was a 
heavy gale on Lakes Erie and Huron last night. 
On Huron, the steam barge East Saginaw, which 
was going up light, struck on a reef off Sand 
Beach and sunk between [Three Rock Falls. The 
barga Conemaugh and tow barge Arizona went 
ashore at Grindstone Citv. The Torrent and 
Mistique lost a large raft of timber off Sand 
Beach during the night. The schooner Lucy J. 
Ciark, up bound, went ashore at Sheboygan. 
There is a large fleet of vessels at the latter point 
and also at Sand Beach.

A pale-faced man entered the office of the 
British Consul-General, at No. 27 State-street, soon 
after 11 o’elock yesterday morning, and, waiking 
ap to a counter behind which stood Clerks David 
Oakes, Jr.. and Edward Prentiss, asked if there 
was a British Consul or Vice-Consul in Buffalo.

to the door, drew a revoiver 

the threshoid, and discharged it in

The 
man ran down stairs, carryiug a small back sachel 
which he had brought into the office with him, and 
on the tirst flonr fired another shot upward, the ball 
striking the ceiling on the second toor and drop- 
mg on the matting. Then he disappeared into 


street. 

When the frightened clerks recovered their 
genses they gave chase, but the man was out of 
sight. Laterinthe day Officer Carr, of th: First 
Police Precinct, arrested the man on the Vattery. 
Tne fellow refused to give his name. In his pocket, 
however, was found a jetter uddressed toJohn A. 
Feeney, Rochester, and he subsequently ad- 
mitted, that or “| — a He wes 

much excited, and sa e had inten 

to thot the Consul who had “‘libeled him.” A re- 
volver, with two ohambers empty, wus found in 

coat et. and in another pocket a bortle of 
medicine, 60 cents in money. and 40 or 50 cartridges. 
Tre medicine, he said, was for his nerves. When 
Feeney was taken to the Tombs Polfve Court he 
refused to make any statement, but tried to make 
aram speech about wrongs he had suffered 
at the hands of the Britikzh Government He was 
held in $1,000 bail and locked up in a padded ceil 
in the Tombs. 

After an interview'with bis counsel Feeney talked 
freety to reporters. He said he was born in Dub- 
lin and wasacoach painter. Last Winter. during 
the Irish troubles, he was arrested and confined in 
Kilmainham Castie, although he knew no reason 
for bis arrest. He was taken to Liverpool in the 
night, he said, and shipped to this country. 
He went to Toronto, and one day slipped on the 
ice ani burt his back, and was sent toa hospital. 
He climbed over the wall surrounding the hospital 
aod ranaway. When he came back to return the 
hospita! shirt he was arrested. After being left iu 
confinement afew days he was released through 
the Influence. he said, of a Catholic Bishop, on 
condition that he would come to the United 
States.
